We do not suppose they 
got sunduly excited about it 
neither do we expect that con- 
cideration of its arguments will 
inean any delay in dealing with 
the Reparations question. - It is 
some comfort, however, to know 
that the petition has ‘nat length 
found a resting place, but wo 
hope that it is not merely to be 
left lying on the table, or wherever 
documents of thia type do lie. 
That would: be, an ‘unpardonable 
slight both to “Colonel Ward 
and the Colony.
